THE GOLD DISCOVERIES. 



Tha nawa which w» giva in another column 
in refoicnco lo tbo Sooke mines ia startling 
in ita character ; and the excitement whiish 
hai taken hold of the community since Ihe 
ariival of the Alexandra latt evening, ex- 
ceeds, if anything, the commotion which ex- 
isted in 1858. The finding of a nugget worth 
leveuty-three dollars ou Leech river is 
reasonable enough cuuso to make the in- 
habitants unreasonable; and we arts, therefore, 
quite prepared lo see a mining mania take 
hold of every one from thu town crier to ihu 
member of Parliament. Seveuty-three dol- 
lars to be knocked out with t ho blow of a 
pick, ia interesting ; and when ws supplement 
this with largo prospects of coarse gold, Irom 
half a dollar to a di.llar to the pan, is it any 
■wonder that there should be excitement — 
active, ambitious, restless excitement? " Why, 
air," says the, energetic colored man who re- 
leased tha nugget from its close confinement, 
'•' You should havo seen the miners when ihe 
discovery was announced — they thought 
thure wus no gold before ; because th.ero 
was no dirt — or at least not more on the 
whole creek than a wheelbarrow could con- 
veniently carry away ; but lot' bless you, 
sir, dirt aintgold; and when we scored ihe 
"slate" with our picks, and wrote in such 
golden letters, didn't they change I lie i r tune. 
There were big boulders ia the creek, and 
the miners looked at these boulders and 
Bhook their heads nt these boulders as i( they 
were rnounluins that couldn't be removed ; 
but when the prospoota were obtained you 
wonld havo leekoned the boulders rolled 
tome, and that every one had turned into a 
Samson." Such is the pithy description of 
tha excitement on Leech River. Every 
man who was on Sooke rushed immediately 
to the forks, and during the greater part ol 
Tuesday the Gold Commissioner was a worse 
" bothered" tnau than u Poor Law Guardiuu 
in the midst of an Irish lamiue. 

If one nugget had been discovered, and 
nothing mors, there might still be reasonable 
grounds for doubting the paying capacity ol 
Leech river; but when we find in the satns 
claim, the suhsequeiU prospects realizing 
from fifteen to sixteen dollars of coarse, nug- 
gaty gold, during the hour or bo the other 
partners were gono lo take out their licenses; 
and when we learn that from the next claim, 
from two to three ounces were washed out in 
ai many hours, by the tedioua process ol pun- 
ning we are satifieii that good paying dig- 
gings havo been discovered, and we are no! 
prepared to emulate the unbelieving disciple 
of Scriptural celebrity, and roloeo to give 
credeuoe to the news because wo have not 
witnessed the process with our own eyes, not 
manipulated the rock with our own hands. 
Leech river is a substantial golden reality, 
and il its wash-dirt is not to be found in large 
quantities, we suppose ihe miners will have 
no objection lo getting the gold in much less 
time out of the slaty rock. There is plenty 
of rock, if there is not abuudaneu of gravel, 
and the miner can safely venture to break i' 
up at a depth of oven two feet. The river, 
or we should rather soy, in raining parlance, 
creek — for it is both shallow and narrow — can 
be easily flamed, and liie bed-rock taken up 
with little difficulty. That the dinging*, so 
far aa the bed of the creek is concerned, must 
neceaaniily be of limited duration, no one 
will be disposed to doubt, but Ihe fact that 
good prospects can be obtained from bunches, 
many feel above water- level, leads us 
lo hope that mining operations will 
be carried on in the local ity lor years to come. 
We ore merely on the threshold of gold dis- 
coveries. When the enterprising miner ha? 
ascended to the source of Leech river, nod 
penetrated its forks and tributaries — and 
when the same indefatigable adventurer has 
prospected the head waters of San Juan and 
other streams still further distant, we shall, 
wo feel convinced, have disclosures to pub- 
lish that will slartle Ihe inhabitants of the 
Pacific coast. In this connection we may 
mention that one of the lucky finders of Ihe 
nugget had some time ago discovered dig- 
gings on a tributary of the Alberni river that 
would pay five centB to tha pan — a fact 
which shows unmistakably that our gold 
mines bid fair to spread themselves, through 
lime, over the length and breadth ol the 
Island.

The British Columbian gives the fol low- 
extract from a latter written by one of the 
volunteers to a friend in New YVeBtmioater, 
•nd dated Fort Alexandria, July 2Clh: 

Mr. McLean was shot through the heart by 
Indians on the 17lh, and one man wounded, 
belonging to Mr. Cox'* party. There have 
been no other men killed or wounded by In- 
diana. The two expeditions ure joinsd. Tho 
strength of the Alexandria patty is 65, all 
lold. I have been sent here with a party of 
eight man to guard a provision train to Ben- 
■hee Lake. We intend to clear the Indians 
out if poaaibla. We believe they are on the 
Iiute Inlet trail. The Governor is still with 
the. party, and going to fight for himsell. I 
bslieve the Bella Coolaa ure friendly. They 
dare not be otherwise. Our fiteul drawback 
il gating grub out for such j number of men.

The steamer Alexandra arrived last even- 
ing nt eight o'clock, from Sooke, and was the 
happy bearer of the most gladsome inlelli- 
jience to nil interested in tho future of this 
country, which it has yet bean our good for- 
tune to place beforo our readers. 

Attracted by mere curiosity, either to wit- 
ness the lauding of the party of excursionists, 
or to hear any struy news that mny have 
come from the new digging.-), a large crowd 
collected on Pickett _ Co 'a wharf. No 
sooner had the sleamor hauled alongside 
than the announcement Hew round of a $70 
nugget being ou board, and that guoil dig- 
gings had been struck ob Leech river. The 
people were immediately thrown into a ftiver- 
ish stale of excitement, and tho lortunuto 
Under of tha nugget Was hustled anil jostled, 
and besieged with questions, until be was 
glad to make his escape to Wells, Paryo & 
Co.'s express otlice, where he was followed by 
a number ol people, and diruetly tho BU?gBt 
was held up to the public gaze by .Mr. I'en- 
dergast, thrco hearty cheers were given for 
Sooke. 

This »plendid specimen of gold appears lo 
bo entirely pure. It is of nn oval shape with 
a smooth surface, and about the si;ij of a 
small hen egg. 

On being weighed it was declared to con- 
tain 4 ounces 6 dwls., or $73 20 ! ! 

Three cheers followed this announcement, 
md a gentleman holding real mtato, who has 
heun always sceptical about the new mines, 
was heard to exclaim " thai puis $40,000 
into my pocket." Aftar leaving the express 
offioe Booth and his partner Monro came to 
this office, anil furnished us with the follow- 
ing particulars. 

On Saturday last , four men, named 
Samuel llootti, George Munro, John Tyril 
and Wm. Dyer, calling themselves the " In- 
dustry Compauy," left Victoria by the Enter- 
prise and reached the Forks of Sooko and 
Leech Rivers on Monday at noon. They 
proceeded by mistake lo the Lake, whence 
the Sooke Iliver lakes its rise and relumed to 
the Forks, camping lhat night about half a 
mile up Leech River. On Tuesday morning 
early, Booth and Munro started np tho creek 
to prospect. They went u,» about 3 miles 
until they reached a steep canyon through 
which the water rushed with groat rapidny, 
and finding it difficult to got through, they 
retraced Iheir steps lo the camp. Ueariug 
that good prospects were obtained close by, 
they ,then prospected tho right banks of tho 
river, about a mile from the Forks. A pick 
was struck into tho jlate rock on the right 
bank, aud at about the depth of six inches they 
struck a magnificent oval-shaped nugget of 
pure gold, computed lo be of the value of 
seventy-five dollars. The party immediately 
became wild with excitement, anil they 
rushed to the woods to cut slakes. In about 
5 minutes their claim was marked out, and 
in a very short specs ol time most of tho 
creek Irom tho Forkl up was staked off, and 
parlies were leaving lo find tha Gold Co HI" 
missiouer who was at the Forks. The large 
nuggat was found between 10 nnd II a. m., 
and at ll! or 1 o'clock our informants also 
left in search of ihu Commis«ioner. 
Be'ore leaving ihuir claim they made five or 
six fuither prospects within -1 Ire I of where 
ihey'took out the nuifitot in the crevices of the 
slate rock, and tho smallest prospect obtained 
wai about four bits; ihey washed out from 
four lo fine dollars, but did not weigh it. The 
(■old is splendid coarse gold, some pieces 
beiiiu larger than split peas. 

Vluuro hastened bactt with the miner's 
licences, to his companions, Tyril and Dyer, 
who wern left hi onarae. and during his ah 
►once (about an hour and a half ) they had 
washed out about fijtetn dollars more uf the 
samccoirse «oid. Munro and Booth then 
hurried down Sooke river to coino to Victoria 
lor provisions. 

The " Wide Awake company,'' who staked 
off tho ground next to Ihe Industry claim, 
washed out lrom two to three ounces in a 
few hours. 

Our informants slite that this claim had 
been previously deserted by a company who 
lounil nothing aud csllsd the oounlry a ''hum- 
bug," nnd that there was not a wheelbarrow 
of pay ibrt anywhere. The place where the 
Industry Co. made the big " strike" was 
about 15 or 20 feet from the slream ami 
about 10 feot above the bed of the river 
which is here about 50 leet wide anil only a 
few inches deep. 

The Eecon'l company below named tho 
" YVake-up-J ake" made cig-/i( dollars in 
about two hours and a half. 

Intense excitement prevailed among .the 
miners on the creek. 17 claims were record- 
ed uy in l p. m. on Tuesday. There were 
probably about 130 men on the creek.

New Surface Diggings. 
Nothing certain has as yet transpired as to 
Ihe now surface diggings reported lo have 
been discovered. There is a rumor that two 
different discoveries have been made. How 
I fal this is correot I cannot say. The repu 
i led discoverers, however, who lei t Homo days 
ago luivn not yel letumod This is in itself 
ralher a favorable omen, as they went onl 
well provided and would have been back ere 
this, il something worth remaining lor had 
not been found. 

As usual in excitements of this kind, the 
three lowi'« on the creek, h ive presented for 
some days 11 rathei dosoitcd appearance. The 
disappearance ol those in l lie secret, as well 
as of those who believed that tliey hsd lound 
the kov to unlock il, was 10 mysterious that, 
to use an Irishism, their absence was only 
known to the uninitiated when he saw them 
returning. Vestcrduy parties ol from llnee 
to five mon kept dropping in lo town during 
the day, with both heavier hearts and lighler 
packs than when they left. Many of them 
had lost their way, nnd only discovered after 
a two days'absenc-' lhat they bad been "pros- 
pecting'' Goose, Sugar, Sovereign (dubbed 
s " fizzle,") or some other creek new to them, 
but long since tried and deserted.

He hoped that circumstances would soon un- 
ubln Kuropean Powers lo interpose and stop 
the dreadful carnage now going ou in Ameri- 
ca. Lord Brougham seconded the motion, 
and said that the Federals wero in'veigling 
poor Irishmen into u breach of law, and 
pointed to tho complaints of the Americans 
when Kngland employed Hessians und Ger- 
mans He deeply deplored llmt his old 
friends of America, in whoso cause be sus- 
tained so much abusu in bygone years, had 
allowed themselves lo bo drawn into a san- 
guinary and uncliristiatilike war. He sin- 
cerely und earnestly hoped that peace would 
soon be restored. Marl Russell assumed Id 
the production of the papers, nnd reiterated 
his defence of the conduct of Lord Lyons and 
himself. He asserted that they had done all 
they could in tho way of roinunstrance, aud 
thought il highly discreditable lo ihe Ameri- 
can authorities at Washington that they had 
uot fully investigated tile representations 
mude by Lord Lyons. lie couid not go no 
fur as lo say that non-attention to the remon- 
strance that had been made was a cause of 
war, but he must admit that the case was one 
of a cluss that frequently lead to war. lie 
believed that England had just as much rea- 
biiii to complain of the Confederates as ol tha 
Federals. He assured ihe [louse that the re- 
piesentations already made would be con- 
tinued, and he hoped with success. But iho 
war in America wag being conducted with 
such li.ry and recklessness, that all remon- 
strances appeared 10 be unavailing. Tho 
Marquis of Clanricarde said tha' it was noto- 
rious lhal Federal rocroiling was going on in 
Irrland.

As soon aj the people on the island in 
St. Clair's employment found lhat the ve-sel 
was seized, they turned 011 St Chut nod mur- 
dered him. Mr. Clark.) says he u-ml every 
effort 10 save ihe lilo ol tho pirate and bring 
him lo justice, but the people would put hsieu 
lu it.

Clarke put his own oaptain and part of his 
oruw ou board tho Haioey, aud accompanied 
hoi iu bis own vessel in this purl, where ha 
has placed her, we believe, in the hands ol 
Consul, until a proper remuneration is adju- 
dicated tu him for Ins services in recovering 
her.
